As the. Divine Law does ioduce upon vs 
an Obligation 40 Obedience, fo the breach 
of that Obedicrtce does lay upon us another 
Obligation to Puniſhment, For all Laws be- 
ing made up of Rewards: and Punithments, 
the not living up to the epcouragements of 
the one, - does reader us obnoxious and liable 
unto the other. And tho' every a@ of fin be 
as. tranſient as that-time 3n which it is com- 
mitted,” yer [the guilt of it-is a laſting Obli- 
. gation, - and dwelleth upon the Conlci , 
according to that known Saying, Sin lyeth xt 
the doors. Foraſmuch then as the Scripture had 
concluded all under fin.and by the guile of ir 
we became Debtors to God's vindiftive Ju- 
ſtice, our Puhiſhment was as undvoidable as 
aur Satisfaction. was - iippollible, - Far linge 
the Law had given Sentence, that - the; Soy 
that finned. ſhould dye, what was therein; vs 
to arreſt Vengeance, or-to put a ſtop to the

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Execution of Juſtice ? In us, I ay, who in- 
ſtead of attoning for one Offence could only 
accumulate more, and contradt new Debts 
only, but never leſſen the old : Wherewithal 
ſhould the guilty man redeem his own Soul, 
or that of his Brother, when it would cof# 
more ( than ever he could pay ) to redeem 
_ fouls, fo that be nut let that alone for e- 

: Wherewith, ſays the Prophet, I 
come before the Lord, and bow my ſelf before 
the bigh God ? Should I come before bim with 
burnt offerings, and with the calves of a year 
old ? And will the Lord be pleaſed with thou- 
ſands of rams, and ten thouſand rivers of oyl ? 
Shall I give my 


Whar is the impure ifſue of thy Bodyr 
expiate the un purities of thy Soul ? What 
merit is there in the richeſt Sacrifice to repair 
the Honour of the great Patron of Juſtice and 
Riphe ? 

_ could the ſlaughter of a Beaſt propi- 
tiate for the guilry Man, or the Bloud of the 
moſt ſpotleſs Lamb waſh away the ſtain of a 
conſcious Mind. The Apoſtle indeed athirms, 
That wichout Bloud there could have been no 
remiſſion, or pardon of Sins; bur then he 
further aſſures us, on it could not be ob- 


erin'd 
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tain'd by that of Balls and Goats. 'Tis true, 
men in all Ages lying under the Conſcience 
of their Guilt, took SanQuary in their Sacri- 
fices, as the only expedients to put a ſtop to 
Divine Wrath ; bur this was rather a ground- 
leſs preſumption upon his Goodneſs, than a 
ſatisfaGtion to his Juſtice. And though God 
himſelf did appoint thoſe Sacrifices under the 
Law to make an attonement for their Offer- 
ers; yet as the efficacy of theſe did not ex- 
rend ro any greater Offences, fo neither 
could they have expated the lels by any 0- 
ther vertue than what was derived from the 
Bloud of Chriſt. Infomuch, that had there 
remained no other Sacrifice for Sin, we muſt 
have periſh'd like thoſe Beaſts, that were lain 
upon the Altar, and in the fon that we bad fin- 
ned, and in the treſpaſi that we bad treſpaſſed ; 
in them we muſt bave died. But Bleſſed be the 
Father of our Lord Jeſus, who not only ac- 
cepted, but prepared a better Sacrifice for us. 
Ever Bleſicd be that Lamb, that firteth upon 
the Throne, who when all other Exepdients, 
fail'd, when neither the Steams of Bloud, nor 
the Clouds of Incenſe could prevail with 
Heaven, when Judgment and Vengeance 
hang over our Heads, when the Grave and 
Hell lay open upon us, did by an amazing

What the deliberate Connfil of God had be- 
fore determin'd, what the ancient Prophecies 
had long ſince foretold, that the Meſſiah ſhould 
ſhed his Bloud and die, was this day punQu- 
ally accompliſh'd.

in due time Chrift died for the 

Not only his Diſciples do reflifie theſe 

ings, bur che moſt ſenſcle(s part of the Cre- 
ation was both a Witneks, and a joint Suffer- 
er under them. Nature it ſelf felt the Ago- 
nies of the day, and gave publick Teſtimo- 
ny to them, by its trembling and Convuli- 
on. The Sun fell into an unnatural labour 
at the ſcrring of this glorious Sun of Righte- 
ouſneſs; the veil of the Temple was rent in 
. prices, and the Rocks gave out, that their 
Great Shepherd was Dead. 

And as 'tis certain that he died, fo 'ris no 
leſs evident, that he ſaffered for us Men, and 
for our Redemption. By the ſame Anthori- 
ty we believe that he laid down his Life, we 
C 2 muſt

muſt believe too, that he gave it as a Price, or 
Ranſom for us. We live indeed as if we bad 
been redeemed with Silver and Gold, or at 
the ſmall expence of the Bloud of Bulls and 
Goats; but the Apoſtle aſſures us , that we 
were not redeem'd with thoſe corruptible things, 
but with the precions blond of Chrift. Winch 
expreſſion, as 'tis a juſt Comment upon my 
Text, fo ir informs 'us, that what Silver and 
Gold is in a civil Contra@ and Purchaſe, the 
ſame was the Bloud of Chriſt in this ſpiritual 
one ; and as the former is uſually laid down 
for the releaſe of a party that ſtands bound 
and obliged, ſo the latter was no leſs defign'd 
for the diſcharge of our Guile. This was the 
great end of his coming into the World as Sr. 
Matthew aſſures us, to give bis life a ranſom 
for many. By which 'tis intimated to us, that 
as -our Saviour's Life was given in exchange 
and commutation for ours, ſo the great end 
of laying it down was, that he might buy off 
the Puniſhment of our Tranſgreſſions with 
the price of his Bloud, agreeable to that of 
the Apoſtle, who tells us, that he died far the 
—— of tranſgreſſions 
one knows that a Ranſom is nothj 
elſe "Dur a price paid down to diſcharge the 
perſonal obligation of another, + 


CO ——_—_ 
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if the Life of Chriſt was a Ranſom for us, 
it muſt be given in licu of ours, and ſubſtice- 
red as in our ſtead, as the life of the 
Beaſt under the Law was in the room of the 
Offerer. 

Had I no other Authority for. this ; yer 
what we read of the Jewiſh Sacrifices will fuf- 
ficiently warrant the Interpretation 4 for 'ris 
moſt ds that the Bloud of the Sacrifices 

amongſt them was nothing leſs than a ſtated 
price for the Redemption of the Offeuder. 
And I may as well queſtion whether there 
were any ſuch Sacrifices atall, as whether they 
were a Ranſom for him that offer'd them. 
And conſequently if eÞ thoſe Sacrifices were 
prefigurative only of our Saviours, as the A- 
poſtle makes them : If there was ſach an exat 
congruity and correſpondence betwixt both, 
we may rationally conclude, that what was m- 
tended there by the Bloud of the Beaſt, was 
more effeGually accompliſhed by that more 
excellent Sacrifice the Bloud of Jeſus. This 
1s the caficſt and moſt natural Conſtruttion 
of all thoſe places, wherein be is faid to die 


for onr Sins, to bear our Iniquities, to be made 


4 Curſe, a Sacrifice, and Sin for us. The ſenſe 
of all which is fo clear and obvious, that you 
may juſtly wonder, why I ſhould infiſt on 
them. But

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But you cannot be ignorant, that there are 
many in the World, chat rake up with a 
quite different ſenſe of them, who deal with 
Scripture, as ſome do with Witneties, tor- 
ture them ſo, and force them, till they ſpeak 
what they themlclves pleale, and being nor 
willing to ſtretch their Faith beyond them 
own Reaſon, are reſolved to ſhape all my- 
ſteries to it. 

They allow indeed, that Chriſt's Bloud was 
ſhed for us, that is in a large ſenſe for our 
Good and Benefit, but not as a proper Ran- 
ſom and Offering to God for us; that he 
laid down his Lik to (cal thetrath of his Do- 
Grin, and to be an Example to us of ſuffer- 
ing for the (ame ; but they will not grant, 
that he parted with it by way of compenſa- 
tion and fatisfattion to Divine Juſtice. And 
whether thoſe Expreſſions before mentioned 
do import no more, 1 leave it to you to 

Judge. | 
'Tis true, indeed, that where 'tis ſaid, he 
laid down his Life for us, it may be inter- 
preted in their ſenſe for our good and bene- 
fit only, without making any attonement, or 
latisfaGtion for our Sins. But when the ſacred 
1 Pet. 2. 24- — yy That be did bear our 
fins in bis own body , {o as to feel the Chaſtiſe- 
ment 
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ment of our peace upon him, that he ſo far en- 1% 53 5 


dured the Puniſhment of our Sins, as to have 
his Soul made an Offering for them, that he 
ſuffered fo in our ſtead, as to be made Sin 
for us; What elſe can I conclude bur this, 
that his Bload was a true Sacrifice to turn 
God's Wrath from us, and a valuable Price 
offered in our behalt to propitiate Heaven ? 
That his Blond was ſhed for the Remiſſion 
of our Sins, may be wreſted to fignifie what 
theſe men would have it, that 'rwas ſhed on- 
ly to give us afſurance of Pardon 'and Remil- 
fjon; bur when rhe Scripture is ſo expreſs, 


that now in the end of the World be appeared to we. g 15. 


put away fin by the ſacrifice of bimſelf; and 


ſince the Apoſtle by telling us, That the blond uct. 1& 4 


of bulls and goats conld not take away fins, does 
plainly inſinuate, that the Bloud of Chriſt 
was therefore ſhed to ſupply that defe&t of 
the legal Sacrifices, What other ſenſe can I fix 
on it, but this, that his ſacred Bloud was pour- 
ed out to make an attonement for onr Souls, 
and to procure the expiation of our Guilt ? 

lr ſeems ſtrange indeed, that God ſhould 
exaQt the Bloud of his own Son, when being 
a free Sovereign Power, he might have relea- 
ſed the Sinner wichout any price, or fatisfa- 
Qion at all : For fo far it muſt be granted, 
that 
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that every {upreme Independent Governour 
may diſcharge an Offender at pleaſure, with- 
out any Compenſation. And therefore there 
1sno ſuch vindidtive Juſtice in God, as to de- 
termine him __—_y to puniſh che Guilry, 
cither in his own Perſon, or his Undertaker. 
But then we muſt remember that could we 
aſſign no Reaſons for God Almighty's pro- 
ceedings, 3 et our Faith ought to remove thoſe 
Mountains, which our Reaſon cannot ; his 
Judgments are unſearchable, and his ways paſt 
finding out : Bur yet there are very good 
Reaſons why he [d require the Price of 
Bloud ; far had he itted the Offender with- 
-our fone > ſatisfaftion , he could 
neither have vindicated his own Honour, nor 
ſecured the Authority of his Laws and Go- 
vernment: For he that pardons the Guilty 
without a valuable Conſideration, docs but 
expoſe his Juſtice by an indiſcreet Mercy, 
and invite new Provocations, by giving im- 
punity to the old. Whereas now by execu- 
ting the Puniſhment upon Chriſt our Under- 
taker, he has contrived ſuch an admirable 
Merhod of our Deliverance, as might at once 
preſerve his own Authority, as well as the 
Souls of the Offenders. 

But 
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But 'not to dwell too long on this, let us 
all fix our Meditations on that Bloud of Je- 
ſus, and humble: our ſelves rather under a 
deep ſenſe of his Sufferings, than conteſt a- 
bout the Merits of them. And here I need 
noe uſe any Artifice ro excite your Aﬀedti. 
ons, the ſabje& itſelf is all Paſſion, and the 
very naming of the Bloud of Jeſus is enough 
to fetch the ſame drops of Bloud from us, 
if we bear the. ſame nature with him, for 
who can refle& upon the Bloud that was ſhed 
this day without being as much concern'd inthe 
Suffering, as our Sins were in the occalioni 
them. How ly ſhould we be aff 
when we look upon Innocence bleed- 
ing under unjuſt Violence, ſtrugling with 
the Pain, as well as infamy of a Crols, and 
bearing «the loiquity no leſs than che con- 
tradichon of Sinners. 

What deep Impreſſions ſhould this work 

us, when by a lively re 10n We

What a ſtupendious Myſtery is this, - that the 
ſufferings of the Son ſhould be a Rantom for 
the profeſſed Rebels ro the Father ?

the other. And conſequently, fince the

For this did he redeem us with his
